Message Tells How 
Former New Castle 
Man Was Murdered 


Revealing how a long-time New 


Castle 
resident, 
George 
Ververi, 


proprietor for years of a shoe shine 
parlor and store on East Washing- 
ton street at the Neshannock river 
bridge, met death while he slept at 
night in his home in Korce, Al- 
bania, is a letter received by Mr. and 
Mrs. Carl K. Devlin, 460 Croton ave- 
nue, from Mrs. Ververi. 


A robbery gang forced its way in- 


to the Ververi home and killed Mr. 
Ververi in bed. They tried desper- 
ately to kill Mrs. Ververi, the latter 
reports, but failed. 


News of the murder came as a 


shock to a wide number of local res- 
idents inasmuch as Mr. Ververi had 
spent last winter here. Last April 
he returned abroad to his home 
he had just recently established, 
planning to return to the states 
again next March. Mrs. Ververi's 
letter gave no motive for the crime. 


except that it was a robber band 
determined to kill if necessary. 


First accounts of the tragic slay- 


ing were brief, but Mrs. Ververi's 
letter explains the murder more 
clearly. It follows: 


"Dear Mr. and Mrs. Devlin: 


"My dear beloved husband was

He was 


murdered while asleep in his 
bed. They tried to kill me but 
by the grace of God I was saved. 
They have got two of the men 
but the real murderer has not 
been caught yet. They have all 
his family and hope by night to 
have him.

Joyal or subversive views and that loyalty to country as well as per- 
'sonnlity and other phases of character will hereafter be considered in 
-employing teachers.

In his letter to the Board of Examiners Dr. Ryan is quoted as 


ttating in part: 


"Let us close the door now against any who may seek a teaching 


position for the purpose of teaching American children un-American 
.or subversive doctrines.***We do not want them in the public schools 
»nd I call upon- the Board of Examiners to keep them out. You might 
very well serve notice now upon all who would be candidates in the forth- 
Doming examinations that loyalty to the country whose children they 
'•would teach is a fundamental eligibility requirement.*"* 


"In so far as possible, I believe the Board of Examiners should 


interview personally every candidate and not delegate this all-import- 
ant function. 


"In brief, let me urge that, in considering candidates in your forth- 


coming examinations, you make personality and character your first 
consideration, and that under the head of character you consider loyalty 
and love of country." 


The entire nation, as well as the city of New York owes Dr. Ryan 


an expression of thanks and appreciation for this sound and patriotic 
declaration. It is to be hoped that his example will be followed else- 
where. The old fashioned school teacher made loyalty to the nation 
and its constitutional government one of the prime assets in developing 
the character of the youth of America. We believe that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of our teachers are still "old fashioned" in this respect.

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The World War Day-By-Dav— 


Oct. 18, 1914—History repeats itself 
in war as in other human activities. 
The world thought the day of war- 
riors with steel helmets and shield 
had passed with the withering of 
the days when knighthood was in 
flower. 
Yet the most modern of 


wars brought back the grenadier and 
his helmet and shield. 


Against modem rifle-tire, helmets 


are of no use; and except for orna- 
mental purposes they had been long 
abandoned. The spiked helmets by 
the first German legions which pour- 
ed into Belgium and Poland were 
ornamental only. 


Now, with the armies engaged in 


trench warfare, it was realized that 
a great number of head wounds 
caused by shrapnel bullets, frag- 
ments of shell, etc.. traveling at rel- 
atively low velocities, might have 
been prevented by such slight pro- 
tection as a helmet affords. 


The French were first to introduce 


them, and as fast as they could be 
manufactured they became part of 
the equipment of every soldier. But 
an immense amount of prejudice 
had to be overcome before the sol- 
dier realized its value and could be 
induced to keep it on his head. 


The uniforms were undergoing 


changes, too. A year or two before 
the war, patriotic objections of citi- 
zens who didn't have to wear one, 
prevented the red and blue uniform 
of France's soldiers from being made 
less conspicuous. 
So dressed in 


vivid uniforms, as if to offer Ger- 
man marksmen every opportunity, 
300,000 Frenchmen rushed gallantly 
to their doom. Then officers, who 
were no less conspicuous in their 
uniforms of black and gold, took 
matters into their own hands. When 
new uniforms were issued, they were 
bluish-green, but the dye was pur- 
posely weak and the uniform lost 
its color quickly . Eventually all the 
French fighters were clad in dull 
green. 


Britain and her colonies' stuck to 


the traditional khaki, excellent for 
low visibility against nearly every 
kind of landscape. The Scots, the 
Hindus, the Africans who were pour- 
ed into the conflict at Ypres, had to 
forego their colorful native uniforms 
for the conventional khaki. 
The 


righting Highlanders' tartan became 
tan indeed. The Germans were made 
even less visible in field grey. Rus- 
sians took to dark green, and Bel- 
gians to a bluish gray.

New Discoveries 


In Cancer Fight 


(International News Service* 


BOSTON, Oct. 18.—An army of 


surgeons, arrayed in a war against 
cancer, • today had reported a maze 
of new discoveries. 


The most important development, 


revealed at the congress of the Am- 
erican College of Surgeons, was rev- 
elation of the discovery by Boston 
doctors of a new "technique" in the 
detection of cancer in its early 
stages. 
Their discovery includes findings 
that virtually 'all stomach ulcers de- 
veloping in the pyloric, or, roughly 
the lower two Inches of. the stom- 
ach, are cancerous, which * revolu- 
tionizes the method of treatmen 
of such ulcers. One third of all 
cancer cases originate in the stom- 
ach, and the discovery means hope 
for 50,000 of the 150,000 persons who 
die annually of cancer.

New Discoveries 
In Cancer Fight 


(In te rn a tio n a l N e w s S e r v ic e ) 
BOSTON. Oct. 18.—An army of 
I surgeons, arrayed in a war against 
i cancer, today had reported a maze 
of new discoveries. 
The most im portant development, 
revealed at the congress of the Am­ 
erican College of Surgeons, was rev­ 
elation of the discovery by Boston 
doctors of a new “technique” in the 
detection of 
cancer in its early 
stages. 
Their discovery includes findings 
th a t virtually all stom ach ulcers de­ 
veloping in the pyloric, or, roughly, 
the lower two inches of the stom ­ 
ach, are cancerous, which revolu­ 
tionizes the m ethod of treatm ent 
of such ulcers. 
One third of all 
cancer cases originate in the stom ­ 
ach, and the discovery m eans hope 
for 50,000 of the 150,000 persons who 
die annually of cancer.

In Cancer Fight 


(International News Service) 


BOSTON, Oct. 18.—An army of 


surgeons, arrayed in a -war against 
cancer, today had reported a maze 
of new discoveries. 


The most important development, 


revealed at the congress of the Am- 
erican College of Surgeons, was rev- 
elation of the . discovery by Boston 
doctors of a new "technique" in the 
detection of cancer in its early 
stages. 


Their discovery includes findings 


that virtually all stomach ulcers de- 
veloping in the pyloric, or, roughly, 
the lower two inches of the stom- 
ach, are cancerous, which revolu- 
tionizes the method of treatment 
of such ulcers. 
One third of al' 


cancer cases originate in the stom- 
ach, and the discovery means hope 
for 50,000 of the 150,000 persons who 
die annually of cancer.

RUSSIA has troubles correspond- 


ing with our anxieties, about Com- 
munists, whispering propaganda. 


In Russia the trouble is the other 


way round. 
Fascists in Russian 


factories are spreading fascist pro- 
paganda among Communist work- 
ers, telling them that Communism 
is'a failure. 


Here we are content to moan, 


wring our hands, roll our eyes to- 
ward heaven. 
In Russia they be- 


lieve in words, not deeds only, and 
three engineers of the "Kuhnetzk" 
metallurgical works are ordered shot 
for praising Fascism,-the Mussolini 
kind of dictatorship as 
compared 


with Communism; the Stalin kind 
of dictatorship. 


SERBIANS gathered along . the 


line as King Alexander's body pass- 
ed, bemoaned the passing "of the 
last real king, in Europe. 
Other 


kings must take orders from Parlia- 
ment. The last real king was pass- 
ing." 
' 
. 
King Alexander did make his own 


laws and enforce vthem, but in so 
doing he aroused the hatred of Cro- 
atians, one of whom killed him. He 
might better have imitated '.'- mild 
King George of England, and allow- 
ed his Parliament and Ministers to 
carry tlje load of responsibility. 


However, plenty of other "real 


kings" remain in Europe, Mussolini 
in Italy, Stalin; in Russia, Hitler, in 
Germany. They do not at the.mo-
